Claims 125, 128, 131, 134, 137, 140, 143, 146, 149, 152, and 155 are generally directed 
to dynamically changing bandwidth in real-time. Support for these claims is located throughout 
the specification and is found, for example, on page 4, line 15 to page 5, line 5, page 8, lines 13 
to page 9, line 9, page 19, lines 13 to 25, page 30, lines 1 to 9, and page 33, lines 13-23. Support 
is also found, for example, in the abstract, lines 12-15.
